viet Premier Khrushchev may be 
using that perennial crisis to sow 
fears and differences among the 
Western Allies and impede Euro­ 
pean 
progress

unity. 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay, who com­ 
manded the 194&-19 operation that 
broke the Berlin blockade, says 
he notes .substantial improvement 
in West Berlin's situation at the 
moment and adds he sees no im­ 
mediate change in prospcei. 
But he cautions.J<hrushchev con­ 
ceivably might risk war over the 
city, not because he wants free 
West Berlin that badly, but be­ 
cause "he wants to destroy the 
movement toward political unity 
in Western Europe." 
Symbol of Promise 
Clay, to many Germans a sym­ 
bol of a U.S. promise not to aban­ 
don West Berlin to communism, 
advanced his views in an exclu­ 
sive 
and 
unusually 
illuminating 
interview in New York with The 
Associated Press, the first half of 
which follows in question and an­ 
swering form. The second half of 
the interview will be presented 
Thursday. 
Q. You are getting to be quite 
a commuter to Berlin aren’t you. 
general? 
A. Well I hope I’ll be lengthen­ 
ing the time between visits, be­ 
cause I think they are in a status 
quo there now. It could last for 
many, many months. 
Q. Why? 
A. Well in the first place the 
morale dt the people in Berlin has 
withstood the wall and there is 
not much that the Communists 
can do to frighten Berlin short of 
those measures that would un­ 
doubtedly lead to massive counter 
measures. 
The pin-pricks which 
they might exert against the Al­ 
lies carried great risk. And they 
prov<“d to be a failure in disturb­ 
ing the Berliners. So I don’t see 
what they have to gain out taking 
that risk. 
Q. Will your mission continue for 
the duration of the Berlin crisis? 
A. I don't think we know. The 
President has asked me to con­ 
tinue as an advisor and obviously 
there is very little advice to give 
as king as we stay in the position 
of status quo. As far as Berlin 
is concerned there has been a 
substantial improvement. 
Q. In what way? 
A. Well the morale of the peo­ 
ple has returned to normal and 


in fact I think they are probably 
more determined 
than ever 
to 
hold out. The economy of the city 
has recovered from 
the 
initial 
shock and looks like it is on the 
move again 
Q. But th<- basic situation as 
between the West and the Rus­ 
sians? 
A. Ii remains unchanged and I 
don’t see any Immediate change 
in prospect. 
Q 
What do you suppose was 
behind Khrushchev's recent pro­ 
posal, 
which we 
rejected, 
that 
Wemem troops in Berlin be re­ 
placed by 
Norwegian-Dantsh or 
Belgian-LXitoh 
plus 
Czech-Polish 
forces? 
A 
I 
think 
Mr 
Khrushchev 
would lik*' very much to get the 
Allies out of West 
B erlin. 
The 
presence of the Allied troops there 
and the rapid development of the 
city has of course made it a veri­ 
table citadel of freedom behind 
the Iron Curtain which he would 
like to destroy. 
Now this proposal to replace the 
Allies with the troops of other 
nations, of course, doesn’t make 
very much sense. We are in Ber­ 
lin as a result of victory in war. 
Many of these nations were not 
even in the war. There is no right 
to garrison*Berlin per so. The peo­ 
ple of 
West Berlin 
cannot 
be 
made to accept garrisons from 
any and all countries. 
We have added to that a firm 
commitment to the people of West 
Berlin that as long as they want 
our troops 
there 
they 
will 
be 
there. We couldn’t give up on 
that commitment under any cir­ 
cumstances. 
Q. Why do you suppose Khrush­ 
chev brought it up? Is it some 
sort of a gambit? 
Cotnpromiae Sign 
A. Yes. I think it’s to sh o w - 
before the world—that he is will­ 
ing to compromise and find a set­ 


tlement. He 
has 
several 
times 
said he would be glad to see West 
Fk?r!in made into an international 
city. Now by lhat he means a 
city completely free ami independ­ 
ent 
but 
having 
no connections 
with the F<>d‘*ral Republic of Ger­ 
many. And of course a little en­ 
clave like West Berlin, entirely 
behind 
the Iron Curtain, would 
quickly fade away if it did not 
have its connections with the Fed­ 
eral Republic. 
Q. 
Khrushchev said 
that 
the 
possibility of war over Berlin Is 
"ever more ominous." What do 
you think? 
A. I would say that possibility 
is entirely under the control of 
Mr. 
Khrushchev. 
Only 
if 
Mr. 
Khrushchev takes aggressive ac­ 
tions to destroy the city, to lesson 
the authority and responsibility of 
the .Allies, will war become a pos­ 
sibility or a threat. So Mr, K to 
this extent Is in control. He can 
make it a place where war can 
easily break out. But no one but 
Mr. K can do that. 
Q. But your general ‘feeling is 
that teasion has lessened and the 
possibility of war Is lower? 
A. I think you have got to re­ 
member that the tensions we are 
speaking 
of 
are 
two 
different 
kinds. 
The 
important 
tension 
which exisNxi between the U.S. 
and 
its 
Allies and Russia 
has 
abated. The constant needling of 
the Allies by the Soviets and East 
Germans has stopped. They are 
no longer threatening our air cor­ 
ridors.

Dems Charge Rocky 
Trying to Conceal 
Big State Deficit 


ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — D erail 
crats accuse the Rockefeller ach 
ministration of planning to doctor 
the annual state budget summary 
to conceal a prospective deficit 
for the 1962-63 fiscal year. 
The accusation was made Tues­ 
day by Sen. Joseph Zaretzki and 
Assemblyman Anthony J. Travia. 
It brought a reply fix*m the Slate 
Budget Division that the leaders 
had “ plumbed a new low in po­ 
litical irrespoasiblhty and decep­ 
tion of the people." 
Predict»* $50 Million Deficit 
The Democrats predicted a defi­ 
cit of at least $30 million based 
on their calculations that rnclud* d 
money the state has borrowed to 
finance a $100-million pix>gram of 
land acquisitions for parks and 
recreation lands. 
Gov, Rockefeller doe« not in­ 
clude this program in the regular 
state budget on the tfieory th»t 
regular tax revenues will not be 
used to repay the loans. The re­ 
payment will be made from fees 
charged those using the facilities. 
Zaretzki and Travia. noting that 
the budget summary has not been 
published whereas it was out on 
June 1 last year, said the gover­ 
nor and hi.s budget director were 
trying to determine “ how best to 
falsify the figures to give the 


highest degree of credibility to 
them " 
A spokesman for the Budget 
Division said the state budget was 
"an honestly balanced budget and 
there will be no state defied in 
this fiscal year." 
No Idea of Time 
The division had no estimate of 
when the 1962 summary would be 
published. I be .sp>ko.sjnan pointed 
out that the first budget summary 
of the administration of former 
Gov. Averell Harriman, a Demo­ 
crat, was put out on Nov. 18, 1955, 
Zaretzki and Travia 
said the 
professional staff of the Budget 
Division had submitted a budget 
summary to the governor that 
forecast a sizeable deficit in fc’vo 
current fiscal year, which ends 
next March 31. 
The 
record 
$2.6 
billion 
state 
budget predicted a slim surplus 
of 
approximately 
$132,000. 
The 
Democrats contended that school - 
aid and other spending added to 
the budget after Rockefeller had 
submitted it would result *n a 
deficit.
